Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
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manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tibbals 

(4,234,204) in view of Colon (6,565,104). Tibbals discloses a skateboard comprising: 

• a skateboard with grooves (Fig. 1, item 14). 

Tibbals does not disclose the use of protective plates. Colon, however, discloses a 
skateboard comprising: 

• a protective plate (Fig. 4, item 1). 

While makes use of polymers in the construction of said plate, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicant's invention to 
manufacture said plate from a metal, either ferrous or non-ferrous, in order to improve 
wear characteristics. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
applicant's invention to combine the protective plate of Colon with the skateboard of 
Tibbals in order to increase the usable life of said board by protecting the decking of 
said board from wear. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

• Wilson (6,273,440) discloses a metal sports board; 

• Lappage (4,150,838) discloses a wheeled carriage for recreational purposes; 

• Rudski (6,742,780) discloses a skate board maze; 

• Madrid (6,460,868) discloses a corrugated skateboard deck; 

• Noches (D222, 1 58) discloses a skateboard.
